Probe Soviet Spy 
System in U.S.

WASHINGTON, July 22—(BUP) 
= Victor Kravchenko, once a So- 
viet purchasing agent in this coun- 
try, told the House un-American 
activities committee today that 
“every responsible representative 
of the Soviet Union in the United | 
States may be regarded as econo- 
mical or political spies.” 

Kravchenkod, who served on a| 
Soviet purchasing committee in— 
the United States, later broke 
with the Russians over Communist 
Ypolicies and wrote a_ best-selling 
book, “I Chose Freedom.” 


He testified as the un-American 
activities committee sought to 
learn what kind of a spy system | 
Russia has in the United States 
and how Yuogslav Marshal Tito 
is able to operate an _ alleged 
fifth column here. 

After lengthy testimony on con- 
ditions within Russia, Kravchenko 
was asked about Soviet espionage 
activities here. 

He replied that he knew of at 
least two instances in which of- 
ficial Russian visitors had collected 
confidential American military 
secrets. 

One instance involved aviation 
secrets, he said, while the other 
involved American submarines,

of Alberta with respect to restrictions on 
registration in the faculty of medicine is not 
clear. 

It is stated that a priority system has 
been established so that preference, in the 
matter of registration, will be given to stu- 
dents with the best academic qualifications, 
of the most favorable ages and with the long- 
est military records. 

If restriction the 
upon which the priorities are awarded would 
geem to be quite sound. So much of the ex- 
planation is intelligible. 

But is is not at all plain why restrictions 
need to be imposed at all, beyond protecting 
the public from totally unfitted candidates 
and protecting the unfitted student himself 
from a waste of time 

If one reads the announcement 
rectly, the University of Alberta will gradu- 
ate no more than 46 students in medicine 
each year. Since the local institution is the 
only university of* Winnipeg 
medical degrees, this means that Saskatche- 
wan, Alberta and British Columbia are to- 
gether to turn out no more than 46 qualified 
doctors for each twelve months 

Since there is a serious shortage of med- 
ical men in almost every part of Canada, this 
output seems to be amazingly low. It would 
hardly provide replacements for doctors 
passing out of the picture each year through 
retirement or death. 

There are only two possible reasons for 
this limitation on registration. The first rea- 
son might be that equipment is not sufficient 
to handle more than 46 students in each year. 
In that case, immediate efforts should be 
made to expand that equipment. Surely the 
three westernmost provinces have sufficient 
regard for public health to find the money 
necessary for such expansion. 

The second reason for limitation might 
be the result of pressure brought by medical 
associations to keep the medical field free of 
too much competition. If such is the case, 
the university is not to be commended for 
Bubscribing to such a vicious procedure. 

Whichever one of these is the true 
reason, it can and should be remedied. 
it is not tolerable to the western public 
it should fail to be remedied.

The Buyers Strike 

The Cape Breton buyers’ strike is at 
last under way in Nova Scotia, promoted by 
certain labor organizations. It is expected 
that the families of 20,000 organized work- 
ers will participate 

No specific commodities are fall 
under the buying at present. The 
strikers are being asked only “to immed- 
jately resist the buying of any goods which 
seem to fall in the exorbitant class field, 
the specific commodities at present to be 
determined by the individual consumer on 
the basis of how it affects his pocketbook.” 

So far this instruction appears to be 
entirely reasonable. As a matter of fact, 
it closely follows the procedure under which 
any intelligent buyer in norma! times selects 
his or her purchases. Anyone is perfectly 
right to turn his back on goods whose price 
appears to be excessive. 

But later, it is announced, specific 
items will be named which the public will be 
forbidden to buy. And at that point the 
Strike will become dangerous. 

For only a competent government bur- 
eau, in a position to know al! the facts and 
costs of production, is able to say with any 
degree of accuracy what is or is not an un- 
fair price. Amateur economists, running

to prevent war. 

The list of names sponsoring the 
resolution is even more  signifi- 
cant than the text itself. For, at 
last, common ground has_ been 
found for statesmen formerly ex- 
tremely far apart. 

The House resolution is backed 
by Republicans such as Judd, 
Mundt, Hale and Nixon, as well as 
by many Democrats. The identical 
Senate resolution is sponsored by 
men usually far apart such as the 
Republican Tobey of New Hamp- 
shire and Democrats Taylor of Id- 
aho, Murray of Montana and most 
significant of all—Claude Pepper 
of Florida. 

Another resolution, slightly dif- 
ferent, is signed by some of the ab- 
ove, as well as by Brien McMahon 
of Connecticut, and even Harry 
Byrd of Virginia. 

Thus we have the key men in the

Nations may summon a meeting to 
amend the Charter and that “any 
alteration of the present Charter 
recommended by a two-thirds vote 
‘of the conference shall take effect 
| when ratified by two-thirds of the 
members of the United Nations in- 
cluding all the permanent members 
of the Security Council. 

That would mean, in practice, 
that all nations, including Russia, 
would either have to fall in line 
with the amended constitution or 
else automatically exclude them- 
selves from membership. 

I have always held that it is a 
mistake to assume that the Soviet 
would refuse to “go along” in such 
an organization—but that even out- 
right refusal of the Soviet to do so 
would be a minor temporary price 
to pay for laying foundations of 
what could become an actual “Par- 


liameéent of Man.”

THIS MOVE THRILLS me—not 
only because it is so right and 
timely for all humanity—but more 
particularly because I am a Can- 
adian, 

There is no possible solution for 
Canada's problems other than in- 
ternational federation. 

As things are going now our 
neighbors to the south and north 
are going through the preliminary 
motions of what could become a 
third world war. 

Regardless of who started that 
war, Canada would become one 
of the battlefields—and without so 
much as a “by your leave” from 
either neighbor. 

Transformation of the United Na- 
tions into a “limited world govern- 
ment’ would give the ordinary Can- 
adian citizen exactly as much po- 
wer as the American citizen—or 
the Englishman, or citizen of any 
other member country—a direct 
voice in the making of world laws 
to prevent war. 

This inspiring move has been 
born out of the pangs of an inter- 
national deadlock much the same 
—but on a larger scale~—as produc- 
}ed our own Confederation in Can- 
ada. For in 1867 Canadians at the

up joined together to put through 
a federal union—just as Senators 
as different as Pepper and Byrd 
are linking hands in 1947.

“The world's best authorities 
agree that you should eat every 
day the necessary amounts of the 
| ‘protective’ foods and after that 
eat whatever suits your appetite,” 
|says the C.M.A. booklet 
THE “PROTECTIVE” foods: milk 
j}and milk products; potatoes and 
other vegetables; whole grain 
breads and cereals; raw fruits and 
canned tomatoes; eggs, meat, and 
fish. 

Keeping all this in mind the 
housewife scans the week ahead, 
finds the first major hole in her 
1947 pocket-book is made by “milk 
and milk products.”
